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Foreword 


The State Board of Education, Tallahassee, 
Florida, has authorized the Board of Public Instruc- 


tion of Palm Beach County, to establish a two-year 


college in West Palm Beach to be known as 
Roosevelt Junior College. 


Roosevelt Junior College will officially open in 
September, 1958. 


The College will be permanently housed in its 
own plant which will be constructed on property 


adjacent to Reosevelt High School. Construction is 


planned to begin this autumn. If completed on 
schedule, the building should be ready for use in 
the school term 1959-1960. 


Until the permanent building is ready fo: occu- 
_ pancy, Roosevelt Junior College will operate as an 

afternoon-evening program, utilizing the facilities 
of Roosevelt High School. 


| Purpose 
The purpose of Roosevelt Junior College: 


1. To serve students who desire the opportunity 
for two years of college study at home and 


afterwards transfer to a senior college. to com- | 


plete the final two years of education for a 
bachelor’s degree. © 


2. To serve students who wish to follow a 
terminal study program (General Education 
and Vocational Training), which will com- 
plete their formal education upon graduation 
from Roosevelt Junior College. 


3. To serve the entire community through’ an 
adult program based on community needs and 
interests. 


Degre rees 
The first two years of college are basic. Whether 
completed at a junior college or a four-year college, 
study during the freshman and sophomore years 
will emphasize fundamental background courses 


in the arts and sciences. Specialization is generally 


postponed until the junior and senior years of 
college. 


In recognition of the completion of the first two 
years of study, Roosevelt Junior College will award 
the Asscciate of Arts degree to all who meet the 
prescribed requirements.

Standards 


In authorizing the establishment of Roosevelt 
Junior College, the State Board of Education 
sets forth the condition that The Board of Public 
Instruction of Palm Beach County must comply 
with all laws and regulations for junior colleges. 


No waked Piogtam will be rere by the 
State. 


No college will be approved until it has been 
inspected and reported upon by an agent, or agents, 
designated by the State Superintendent of Public 
Instruction. Subsequent to this approval, students 
holding State Teachers Scholarships may attend 
Roosevelt Junior College. 


The State requires that minimum standards for 
the junior colleges of Florida shall be the SAME 
as those adopted by the Southern Association of 
Colleges and Secondary Schools for accrediting 
junior colleges. Following approval of the program 
by the State, the Board of Public Instruction of 
Palm Beach County will schedule an evaluation 
of Roosevelt Junior College by a committee from 
the Southern Association of Colleges and Secondary 
Schools. Since the State and the Southern Associa- 
tion require compliance with the SAME standards, 
Roosevelt Junior College should have no difficulty 
in gaining STATE and SOUTHERN ASSO- 
CIATION accreditation. 


The Southern Association is “official” as related 
to accreditation. The organization accredits Palm 
Beach Junior College, University of Florida, Florida 
State University, Florida A and M University, 
Bethune-Cookman College, and other colleges, 
Negro and white, in Florida, Georgia, Kentucky, 
Louisiana, Mississippi, North Carolina, Tennessee, 
Texas, and Virginia. | 7 


(The Southern Association also evaluates high 
schools, and has placed Roosevelt High School on 
the approved list each year since 1951.) 


_ Training of Teachers 


- All teachers employed by Roosevelt Junior Col- 
idee must meet the following requirements: 


1. Teachers must be graduates of standard col- 
leges and universities. © : te 


2. Teachers must generally hold at least two 
college degrees, a Bachelor’s Degree and a 
Master’s Degree, based on four years of work 
from an accredited institution, plus a mini- 
mum of an additional year’s work from an 
accredited university. | 


3. Teachers must be certified by thie Plone 
State Department of Education. 


4. Teachers must have previous teaching experi- 
ence, preferably on the college level. 


(Conditions set forth assure Roosevelt. Junior 
College of a superbly qualified faculty. Conditions 
as rigid as stated herein cannot be matched by some 
four-year colleges which students are now attend- 
ing.)
